American troops are storming within six miles of the 
prize Japanese air base of Munda after two new landings on 
New Georgia island, it was announced today as the count in 
the spectacular U. S. Naval victory at nearby Kula gulf rose 
to at least nine and possibly l l enemy warships sunk. 
One American cruiser, the U. S. S. Helena, was lost. Most 
of the 800 officers and crew on board were saved. 
A spokesman at Admiral William F. Halsey's headquarters 
said no other American warship even suffered damage in 
the blazing pre-dawn battle on July 6 which saw U. S. Naval 
gunners virtually annihilate the enemy squadron in little 
more than 20 minutes.

Pacific, Soviet dispatches declared today that the Red armies 
had checked Adolf Hitler’s four-day-old summer offensive and 
dealt the Germans the greatest rapid-fire blow ever indicted 
on the Nazi war machine.

The thundering herd Is on the 
march again; millions of pounds of 
beef from the great grass ranges 
of the southwest, is ready for m ar­ 
ket. 
The ranges are beginning to dry 
up—a little later this year because 
of the heavy rains during the graz­ 
ing season. 
Now the ranchers face 
the choice of selling their big herds 
or holding them and feeding expen­ 
sive and scarce grains. 
Some associated with the cattle 
Industry believe the beef famine 
will be broken with a rash of grass- 
fed beef in the next few weeks. 
The blue stem pastures of eastern 
Kansas and the rugged Osage coun­ 
try of northern Oklahoma are filled 
to capacity with grazing cattle— 
some 750 000 head.

( A P ) — A survey 
by the Department of Public In­ 
struction .showed today that element­ 
ary schools will suffer most from an 
anticipated teacher shortage when 
classes resume next fall. 
"From all Uh* facts available," de­ 
clared Dr Henry Klonower, director 
of teacher education and certifica­ 
tion for the department, "tile need 
will be decidedly larger than indi­ 
cated by the survey." 
Dr Klonower said data provided 
by local authorities revealed that 
while 1.657 vacancies were exfjected 
in elementary schools to 2.036 in 
secondary grades. Institutions pre­ 
y i n g teachers said they looked for 
a supply of 843 elementary Instruc­ 
tors lo 2,654 for secondary posts. 
‘ I think the anticipated vacancies 
will increase by at least 50 per cent, 
while thp supply will probably be 
only half of that shown in the sur­ 
vey," Dr Klonower stated, pointing 
out the demands of the armed forces 
and war plants have cut deeply Into 
both the number of active teachers 
and those qualified to fill vacancies. 
D espite the obvious shortage ol 
qualified teachers that will develop 
in September.” added the educator 
“there is ample evidence school au­ 
thorities and parents are insisting 
the professional gains in qualifica­ 
tions of teachers shall not be sur­ 
rendered In this emergency. 
‘Many men in military service In 
writing to the department are in­ 
quiring what is inking done to main­ 
tain an adequate educational pro­ 
gram stj their sacrifices in the fight 
for the preservation of freedom for 
the next generation will riot tie in
